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Long Fight on Tuberculosis Bearing 
Results as Incidence Drops Lower 


Since the beginning of this cen­ 
tury. tuberculosis has been forced 
down from first to seventh place 
as a cause of death among Am eri­ 
cans. 
During 1900. there were a l­ 
most 194 deaths for every 100,000 
people. In 194S, the death rate was 
approximately 30 per 100.000. And 
even today, tuberculosis kills close 
to 1.000 Americans a week 
Gains against the disease did not 
come about accidentally. They are 
the result of an organized, nation­ 
wide attack on tuberculosis, spear­ 
headed. developed, and 
supported 
by the people, themselve~. 


The 
foundinp’ 
of 
the 
National 
Tuberculosis 
Association 
in 
1904 
marked the first organized nation­ 
wide attack on a single major dis­ 
ease in this country. The organ­ 
izers of the group comprised a few 
doctors and laymen who were de­ 
termined to act coneertedly against 
a disease that wfas then the leading 
cause of death in this country. 
Objectives of the founders were 
to study tuberculosis in all of its 
forms, disseminate facts about the 
disease to all the people, and to 
promote medical research on TB. 
Although the campaign was first j 
planned on a nationwide scale, it 
was obvious that its success called 
for attacking the disease on a com­ 
munity basis, since the various areas 
of the country had different prob­ 
lems to be solved before tubercu­ 
losis could be controlled. 
Consequently, the founders of the 
NT A fostered the formation and 
development of state and local or- j 
g^pizations 
to 
study 
tuberculosis 
problems in their areas and to work 
out a plan of attack to bring the 
disease under control in the par­ 
ticular areas. 
Today there are 
3,000 
associa­ 
tions affiliated with the NTA which 
are engaged in year-round programs 
of tuber zulosis control. These prog­ 
rams include case finding, health 
education, rehabilitation, and 
the 
support of medical research. 
The 
associations work in close cooper­ 
ation with local health departments 
and other health agencies. 
These 
cooperative 
efforts 
have 
borne fruit, but with tuberculosis 
taking almost 50,000 American lives 
each year—one every 11 minutes, 
with tuberculosis leading the causes 
of death from disease among young I 
people between 115 and 34, there is 
still a great deal to be done. 


Financial support to continue the 
battle against tuberculosis carried 
on by the voluntary 
associations 
comes 
from the annual sale of 
Christmas seals which 
w ill open 
this year on Nov. 21 and will con­ 
tinue until Christmas. Every Ameri­ 
can who buys and uses Christmas 
seals is actively engaged in the war 
waged against tuberculosis in his 
own - o.rmunitv.
